BASE BALL RECORDS. 

Fire and Fire Fighters.

The long anticipated competition 
for the Archibald D. Russell and 
Geo. Moore Smith medals, was hold 
on “ Member*!* Day,” May 17th, and 
wan carried out with due ceremony 
and in a biminoss like way. It was 
the presenting of gold and silver 
medals to those who have reached 
proficiency in the school of a soldier 
and in the manual of arms. The 
Russell gold medal is given 

to one pupil out of each 

company, and the George Moore 

Smith silver medals are awarded to 
two boys of each Company who are 
considered to be nearly equal. 

One gold medal is awarded by the 
Principal to the best drill officer. 

. These awards occur annually, and 
are eagerly anticipated by the 
pupils. The awarding of medals 
tends to encourage the true military 
spirit in the deaf, and spur them on 
to highest effort. For nearly a 
week beforehand the companies 
were practising hard to roach per- 
lection, and on the appointed day 
they stood ready for the crucial test, 
all speck and spun. With uniforms 
of gray and white gloves, they made 
a fine spectacle to the beholder. 
The judges tills year were Brigadier 
General George Moore Smith, 
N. G. N. Y., assisted by Captain 
Little of his staff. They made 
stringent regulations respecting 
the manual of arms, and wore 
very sharp to detect, mistakes in 
the military line. 

The battalion going through the 
various evolutions of drilling with 
the drum corps, now stood up in 
line for the presentation of a 
banner. It was a silk Battalion 
Flag of Uni led States Regulation 
size, which had been awarded by the 
Military Athletic League, that 
superintended the Military Tourna¬ 
ment at Madison Square Garden, in 
appreciation of the efforts and mili¬ 
tary proficiency of our cadets. A 
presentation speech was delivered 
by General George Moore Smith, 
congratulating the pupils upon the 
military spirit and bearing in their 
drill. Company A advanced and 
stood ready to receive the banner. 

General Smith was followed by 
our President, Charles Augustus 
Stoddard, whose response, in sub¬ 
stance, was as follows: 

“ In behalf of th* Cadets, (ho 
Officers, the Directors, and Mem¬ 
bers, I desire to thank you for this 
gift of the Nation’s Flag. The flag 
has always been honored at the In¬ 
stitution, evou from its beginning. 
At every commencement, in some 
way, mention has been made of it, 
and its significance. Drake’s “Ode 
to the American Flag ” lias been 
presented in signs, aud t he “ Star 
Spangled Banner,” in both soug 
anil signs. In every possible way 
endeavor has been made to Instil 
patriotic feeling and to implant the 
sonso of duty to the country in the 
Huccoediug generations to whioh the 
Institution has ministered. This 
acknowledgment of the perfection 
in military skill is especially pleas¬ 
ing to all friends of the Institution, 
and again, I thank you.” 

The banner being presented, the 
drum corps sounded a salute while 
all the companion stood at “ present 
arms.” Then followed the com¬ 
petition for medals, which was not 
easy work for the judges, as the 
cadets of each company showed 
great proficiency. The winners of 
the medals are giveu in order here 
as follows:

“ Fire and Fire Fighting” was 
the interesting lecture, which held 
the audience of pupils and members 
of the Fanwood Literary Associa¬ 
tion spoil bound last Saturday in 
the chapel, and whioh was given 
clearly in sivns by Prof. Edward S. 
Burdick. Mention was given to the 
Firemen’s Parade, which took place 
on the day of the lecture, and their 
value to the city was hugely com¬ 
mented on. New Yoik City pos¬ 
sesses the best firemen in the world, 
and In the number of rescues from 
fires It has a remarkable record, 1 
The lesson from the Baltimore fire, 
which could baro been averted, had 
that unfortunate city a more com¬ 
plete fire department. The good 
work of our firemen at the fire was 
chiefly due to good management of 
the department. All the methods 
of reaching a fire, sending out an 
alarm, ofcc., were graphically de¬ 
scribed. A knowledge of hydro¬ 
statics is necessary essential to 
every firemen, and consequently 
the professor gave some teats to 
show the power of air pressure on 
water in vacuum tubes. The experi¬ 


ments were interesting as well as 
instructive, and initiated the 
younger pupils into the mysteries 
of natuial philosophy aiid nature. 
The horses play an important part 
in a fireman’s life, so they were 
giyen some mention. At the close 
of the lecture, Prof. Burdick gave 
some rules to follow in case of 
fire, as put down by the Fire 
Commissioner. Above all things, 
keep a cool and level head. A 
hearty vote of thanks was given for 
his lecture, and the meeting was 
adjourned,

On Tuesday morning. May 3d, 
1904, at ten minutes to five o’clock, 
Sarah Autionette Brooks (nee 
Rogers) wife of Mr. Geo. A. Brooks, 
of the Texas School, breathed her 
last, at home of her pareuts, Mr. 
ami Mrs. W. II. Rogers, Cedar 
Spring, S. C., under circumstances 
of peculiar sadness. All that loving 
and willing hands could do, or 
medioal skill suggest, were tried in 
vain, t« stay the grim destroyer. 
But, alas 1 Death is relentless 1 
After about ten days’suffering, in¬ 
cluding confinement, the soul of the 
mother winged its flight to God 
who gave it. Acute Bright’s Dis¬ 
ease bad supervened, and hastened 
the end. A fine infant of ten days’ 
age was left to the eare of other 
hands. 

This sweet, little girl, “Nettle 
Brooks,” as she gazes and smiles 
into the faces of father, grand¬ 
parents, and great grandmother, 
certainly does not realize the loss 
she lias sustained at her first en¬ 
trance into the world. The sight of 
this tender infant is enough to 
touch the toughest heart, and moist¬ 
en eyes unused to weep. But let us 
remember the Saviour has proclaim¬ 
ed, “Of snob is the kingdom of 
heaven.” 

“Nettie Rogers,” as tho subject 
of tills sketch was familiarly called 
by home folks, first saw the light, 
November 17th, 1873, within a 
hundred rods of tho spot where her 
earthly career ended. Kvou as 
a child, she early attracted atten¬ 
tion. ller bright eyes, ruddy 
cheeks, aud wiusoms ways were a 
talisman te most hearts. 

Though considered a mute, she 
was not totally deaf, and early 
acquired the ability to speak, and 
much skill in lip-reading, and she 
scarcely passed as a mute person. 
Her early education was acquired 
at the South Carolina Institution 
for the Deaf and Blind, where she 
was considered among the bright 
pupils. After completing the 
course there, partly in tho manual 
and partly in the oral department,— 
she remained At home a few years. 
Then she entered the Kondall school 
preparatory 1o Gallaudet College, 
Next she Completed the full course 
of the latter, and graduated with 
honor. Then she was appointed a 
teacher in her first Alma Mater, 
where site proved successful, con¬ 
scientious, and faithful. But this 
service did not coutfnue long. An 
attachment had sprung up during 
their college days, between Miss 
Rogers and Mr. Brooks, a classmate 
from Texas, and after two or three 
years, this Attachment ripened into 
matrimony. They were married 
June 25th, 1902, aud Mrs. Brooks 


joined her husband ns one of the 
teaching corps of the Texas School 
for the Deaf. The unsophisticated 
country maiden bad developed into 
the cultured, college-bred woman, 
with a grace and . ..agnotism hard 
to resist. 

Mrs. Brooks bad joined tho Bap¬ 
tist Church, at Cedar Spring, S. C. 
But on moving to Texas she took 
out a letter of dimissal, and con¬ 
nected herself with a church of the 
same denomination in Austin, 
Texas. A touching letter was read 
during the funeral obsequies fiom 
the pastor of that church. The 
funeral services were conducted by 
Rev. W. P. Smith with Mr. W. L. 
Walker as interpreter for the deaf. 
Superintendent N. F. Walker also 
interpreted part of the pastor’s re¬ 
marks, aud made a short address. 
The beautiful hymns “ How firm a 
foundation,” “Sometime we’ll 
understand,” aud “The Sweet By 
and Bye,” with organ accompani¬ 
ment, were sung, interspersed with 
appropriate Scriptural selections 
from 91st Psalms., 14t,h St. John, 
and Revelations 14:13 The second 
of these hymns was taught by Miss 
Rogers to a class of deaf pnpils 
prior to her last commencement at 
the Cedar Spring School, and the 
beauty of its rendition in signs was 
a subject of nnioli comment. The 
prayers of tho pnator, both in the 
church, and at the grave were feel¬ 
ing. He invoked the Divine bless¬ 
ing on the Texas and South Caro¬ 
lina schools. After the last oue in 
church the remaius were borne to 
the hearse, and conveyed to the 
oometery, a short distance from the 
sobool. There all that was mortal 
of Nettie Rogers Brooks was con¬ 
signed to its last resting place. 
Wlien the grave was filled the pastor 
invoked tho Divine blessing espe¬ 
cially on the stricken husband. 
This was interpreted by Supt. 
Walker. 

Tlieu the grave was decorated 
with the beautiful tloral tributes 
contributed by the people of the 
South Carolina and Texas 
schools as well as those of indivi¬ 
duals. With heavy hearts the con¬ 
course turned from the grave 
bidding a last farewell to the gentle 
friend who had made the best of 
life’s opportunities, and with a 
sympathy for the stricken husband, 
and bereaved family too deep for 
words. 

Hopes of recovery had hoen held 
out by the physicians, so the 
anxious husband did not know the 
truth until life wis extinct. The 
hotly was embalmed, and awaited 
bis arrival, so tlm interment occur¬ 
red Saturday morning.

In yonr issue of April 4, is a com¬ 
munication from Dr. Baker on the 
oral, or lip-met hod of teaching deaf 
children. 

He «avs that “ almost every deaf- 
mute over thirty years of age has 
been taught the sign and manual 
method, and it is the only language 
known to most of them.” That is a 
mistake, asinquiry will prove. Of 
the adult deaf of Cleveland who 
have been to school at Columbus, 
all are able to read and write. 
They were taught by means of tbe 
“sign and ; manual method.” Tbe 
doctor voices the popular impression 
that the deaf child is placed in 
school solely to t>e taught the sign 
-.language. 

Few people realize the universality 
of gesture, or sign, language; and 
that it is as old as humanity. It is, 
therefore, not an invention specially 
for tho use of deaf-mutes. The 
deaf child becomes familiar with 
universal signs long before it is 
placed in school. When it enters 
the schoolroom for the first time it 
setoe the teacher using (hem to in¬ 
terpret the meaning of words and 
phrases.

atal Accident to a School 
Boy. 


THEIR SON DEAD. 


Fake Deaf-Mute Arrested. 


16th.—The 
May 10th., 


reported the following shocking 
accident: 

“ In trying to recover a base ball 
which had lodged on the roof of a 
tall building at the Pennsylvania 
Institute for the Deaf and Dumb at 
Mt. Airy, Thomas Hastings, a ten- 
ear-old inmate, fell to the ground 
and was killed last evening. 

Hastings, a mute from his birth, 
had been at the institute for two 
years. He was a bright pupil, and* 
was rapidly learning to speak by 
the method of imitation taught at 
the school, lie was popular with 
his teachers and his classmates, and 
his shocking death has cast a pall 
over the institution. His parents 
live at 909 Hossmaut Street, frofn 
whence the funeral will take place. 

While the lad and other boys of 
his class were at play in the spa¬ 
cious grounds a week ago lie inad¬ 
vertently batted the ball iu the 
wrong direction. It flew high in 
the air, and became caught behind 
chimney on the roof of Cresheim 
Chapel. The lioys desired to go to 
the roof to get the ball, but the 
monitors in charge of the class re¬ 
fused .to pemit them to do so be¬ 
cause of the danger of their falling 
from the steep structure. 

Hastings was much chagrined by 
what he thought was his careless¬ 
ness in losing the bail. Tile boys 
had no other one to play with and 
missed it greatly, lie seemed to 
woriy about it, 'and think tHat he 
should get it or replace it. 

Duiing play hour yesterday af¬ 
ternoon he asked his supervisor for 
permission to enter the chapel on 
some pretext. This was granted, 
and tho boy entered the edifice. A 
few minutes later his companions 
in class saw him climb out of a 
window noHr the roof to the fire es¬ 
cape, but knowing what he was af¬ 
ter they did uot rejiort on him. 

Hastings made his Way along tho 
fire-escape to a bridge which con¬ 
nects the east and west wiugs of 
the structure, tic ettimnsw 
this, and unnoticed by the teachers 
or any oue else in authority swung 
Him self up to the eaves of the 
chapel. 

From this point it was a di dance 
of twenty-five feet to the chimney 
where the ball was lying. The boy 
had to walked along a narrow rais¬ 
ed ledge built at the edge of the 
steep roof to eatcli the rain and 
carry it to tlie spouts. Cautiously 
he crept to the chimney, and put¬ 
ting the ball into his pocket started 
back. 

About this lime several teachers 
in one of the buildiugs adjoining 
the chapel saw the lad in his peril¬ 
ous position. Thrfy at once noti¬ 
fied a monitor, who eutered the 
chapel, and started to go after tho 
child. But before the monitor 
could reach tHe roof the accident 
occurred. 

As he was slowly making tho re¬ 
turn journey Hastings slipped on 
the ledge. Iu his sudden frantic 
effort to regain a foothold he lost 
his balance, and toppled over the 
ledge. With hoiror the boys play- 
ing in the grounds below and the 
teachers, who were anxiously watch¬ 
ing his progress, saw him fall.. In 
tho distance of about fifty feet to 
Hie earth, the little fellow’s body 
turned thiee or four somersaults 
like a circus acrobat. He fell into a 
cement paved area way, alighting 
ou His head. 

At first the spectators were too 
stunned to move. Then the teach 
ers and his boy playmates ran to 
his side. He was unconscious aud 
(deeding at the mouth and ears. 
Tenderly he was carried into tho 
chapel and then to the infirmary, 
where physicians and nurses tried 
in vain to save his life. His skull 
was fractured, and he never regain 
ed Consciousness. He died about 
an hour after the accident. 

At tho big institution to-day 
sorrow for the sad fate of the little 
chap was plainly seen in the faces 
of his teachers and his classmates. 
A. L. K. Cronter, superintendent 
of tHe institute, in telling of the 
affair to-day, said: 

“ Thomas was an exceptionally 
bright boy, and stood high in his 
class. Ho was always cheery and 
happy, and all his fellows liked 
him. 1 cannot tell you how had we 
feel about it. 

** We have been an usually for¬ 
tunate in avoiding aceideuts here. 
It iN seldom that anyVif the children 
are hurt at their play. The last 
accident we had was four years 
ago. When a large boy tried to 
knock over a snow man by ‘ tack¬ 
ling’ it as the foot ball players do 
He did not kuow that the snow had 
turned Into ice, and lie was so bad¬ 


ly injured internally that he died a 
short time afterwards.” 

Herbert Bennett Paul, elder! son 
of Daniel and Ida C. Paul, passed 
away on May 10th, at Lnrned, 
Kansas, aged 21 years, seven 
months and eight days. 

The deceased had lived with his 
deaf parents in this city until a 
week before his death. He had 
been a sufferer from' consumption 
for about two years and during 
that time had twice spent long 
periods with relatives on farms in 
the Western part of tho State. The 
change, however, did uot benefit his 
health as much as was hoped and 
ho'returued to his parents’ home. 
On May 3d,, he started West to 
try the salubrious climate of Kan¬ 
sas at Larned, stopping with re¬ 
latives of Miss Lou H. Little. lie 
had been in Kansas but a few days 
when death overtook Him, it having 
probably been hastened by the long 
journey. 

Deceased could hear and talk 
and before his illness, was a blight 
and promising young man, study¬ 
ing aerhiteuture of bridge construc¬ 
tion. A dutiful sou, with a lovable 
disposition, he was fondly attached 
to his parents and other members 
of the family—two brothers, who 
now greatly miss him. He was 
also known to a large number of 
deaf and, by his affable manners 
and gentlemanly behavior, had won 
their love and respect. The family 
has the deepest sympathy of the 
deaf here and in Carlisle where they 
lived some years, and of many other 
deaf of this State who know them. 

The remains arrived from the 
West last Saturday evening, and 
were open to view on Sunday even¬ 
ing, a number of deaf ealling for 
tho purpose. The congregation of 
All Souls’ sent a floral offering to 
the funeral, which took place to¬ 
day, at 2 p.m , from the deceased’s 
parents home, No. 1626 Venango 
Street. The interment was at 
North Cedar Hill Cemetery, in 
Frank ford.

Don’t, turn away from my 
sorrowful appeal, but let^ncrcy 
softly o'er your heartstrings steal, 
as they who Help the pooi lend to 
the Lord.” 

After hearing the policeman’s 
evidence to the truth of the charges 
and also learning from the Turnkey 
of tHe 4tli district station house 
that Kingsley successfully carried 
out his masquerade all night. Mag¬ 
istrate Ladner said to him: “ How 
long have you been deaf and 
dumb ?” 

Three months, your Houor,” 
was the quick reply. 

“Three months dea.f and dumb !i’ 
the Magistrate echoed. “Well. I 
\Will give you three months to talk 
to the other inmates at the House 
of Correction.” ,

By a decision of the Supreme 
Court rendered Tuesday, the Cleve¬ 
land and Cincinnati Day Schools 
for the, Deaf an* out respectively 
$65,000 and $42,000. 

The legislature of 1902, had ap¬ 
propriated these amounts to the - 
above schools and when they ap¬ 
plied to the Auditoi of State for the 
money, that official refused to draw 
his warrants for the same. The 
matter was taken to the Supreme 
Court and this body sustained the 
Auditor and dismissed the case on 
the ground that it„was special legis¬ 
lation. 

The late legislature passed a new 
school code for the government of 
the common schools of the state. 

In regard to day schools for the 
deaf Section 3901 reads: “ Board of 
education of City school districts 
are authorized and empowered to 
establish and maintain, under their 
management and control, one or 
more day schools for the education 
of the deaf youth of school ago of 
the district, the expense of conduct¬ 
ing the same to be paid from the 
school funds of the district in the 
same manner and from the same 
funds as other school expenses 
are paid.” 

All other acts relating to these 
day schools, under former laws, are 
repealed in a nutshell. Cities may 
maintain day schools, but the ex¬ 
pense thereof must come from 
tHeir school funds and not from the 
State. 

The Rev. A. \V. Mann returned 
last week from duty at Missions in 
Ohio and Michigan, At the Grand 
Rapid Mission on Monday evening.

The Uallnudst Memorial. , 

It la proposed to oreate a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet hack from the 
line of the street to permit the erec¬ 
tion of snch a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and he a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per¬ 
mitted, and it is suggested us a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work he now undertaken. St. 
Ann’s Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along ttie street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will he three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will he used for the social, re- 
ligieus and industrial needs of the 
deaf-muteB of Now York. The 
amount required for “ The Gallau¬ 
det Memorial Parish Building” will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to tlie 
Bilent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
